Lord Palmerston accused Sir Robert Peel 
of having made dishonorable concessions to 
France. The right hon. baronet, in repelling 
tbe charge, enunciated principles which must 
afford gnat gratification to the friends of 
peace. He avowed his predilections for a pa¬ 
cific policy, aud announced his determination 
to pursue that policy as long as he could do 
so without compromising the honor or sacri¬ 
ficing the interests of the country. It is plea¬ 
sing to find that the leaking powers of Europe 
are not only avowing, but acting on the same

Alia! Are yon there? 

A pamphlet, fresh from the press of Little 
&, Brown, Boston, entitled “An Appeal to the 
People of Massachusetts on the Texas Ques¬ 
tion,” is said to have been written by the 
Hon. Stephen C. Philips, of Salem. In dis¬ 
cussing the duties which Massachusetts owes 
to herself and her sisters—the several States 
under the attempts of South Carolina to brow 
beat her and nullify the laws of the United 
States, the writer makes the following preg¬ 
nant suggestions. They fully corroborate the 
assertions made by Liberty men; and we are 
glad to perceive that a leading man in Massa¬ 
chusetts has discovered that “One Ideaism” 
is the only force sufficient to put down the 
foul spirit. Hear him: 

“In the slaveholding States, it is easy to 
foresee, that, as the crisis approaches, party- 
divisions will be absorbed iu the devotion of 
all their citizens to the promotion of a com¬ 
mon interest. It is desirable to witness in the 
Free States a corresponding readiness to pre¬ 
sent a united front in the maintenance of com¬ 
mon rights. Unwelcome as may be the an¬ 
nunciation, it is time to declare that no na¬ 
tional party orginisation can be maintained 
in good faith, until the vexed question of the 
political power of Slavery shall be once more 
compromised, or finally disposed of. The bit¬ 
ter experience which has made compromises, 
warns the Free States to prepare themselves 
for the alternative, by a timely truce to the 
division which must hinderthe effect of the 
combined exertions of all their citizens.” 

It is observable that the writer admits the 
point which Liberty men have always offered 
for a justification of their withdrawal from 
the old parties, and the formatiou of the Lib¬ 
erty party— “That as the crisis approach¬ 
es, PARTY DIVISION'S WILL BE ABSORBED IN 
THE DEVOTION OF ALL THEIR CITIZENS TO 
THE PROMOTION OF A COMMON INTEREST.”— 

Now, it should have been known to the hon¬ 
orable author, that, this is not to be, for it al¬ 
ready is, and has been for years the case.— 
Southern men have always united either by 
compromise —the most dangerous way of get¬ 
ting up union, for it absorbs the power of re¬ 
sistance which the North should exhibit—or 
by openly forgetting all party spirit, whenev¬ 
er any issue arose which rendered the pros¬ 
perity of Slavery in the least degree precari¬ 
ous. If time would permit, we think this 
could be conclusively shown. From the Jay- 
treaty to the Tyler treaty the slaveholders 
have alway conteuted against freedom and 
for Slavery, and they have never nominated 
or voted for a man for an office under the 
General Government, who was not, as they 
supposed, true and faithful in heart to their 
interest .—Liberty Press. 


Benefits of Slavery in Time of War. 

The South invites attack upon the enemy, 
but she has not strength to repeal it. Through¬ 
out the Revolutionary war, the weakness of 
the southern States, and iheir inabilaty to 
furnish a due proportion of soldiers for the 
army, may be seen by reference to the quotus 
of troops sent by the different Stales into the 
service of the country. To show the cause 
of this inequality, the following testimony is 
adduced Iroin the records of the Continental 
Congress: 

“March 29lh, 1779. A committee, consist¬ 
ing of Messrs. Burke, Laurens, Armstrong, 
Wilson and Dyer, appointed to take into con¬ 
sideration the circumstances of the southern 
States, and the ways and means for their safe¬ 
ty and defence, report: 

“That the State of South Carolina, ns rep¬ 
resented by the delegates of said State, and 
by Mr. Huger, who has come here by the 
request of the Governor of said State, on pur¬ 
pose to explain the particular circumstances 
thereof, is unable io make any effectual eff¬ 
orts with militia, by reason of the greut pro¬ 
portion of the citizens necessary to remain nl 
home to prevent insurrection among the ne¬ 
groes, ami to prevent the desertion of them to 
the enemy.” 

Yet, with theaa facts beforo our eyes, we 
increase our dangers from domestic discord, 
and from foreign invasion, by incorporating 
additional slave territory into the Union.— 
And to exhibit still more the spirit of bnsenuss 
we not only sacrifice our interests and tho 
cause of t ight and justice, but we pay a bo¬ 
nus for the privilege. We grunt tile slave¬ 
holders of Texas a representation for their 
slave property; we give a Texas slave driver, 
with one Hundred slaves, the same voice in 
the control of ilte government us sixty-one 
freemen! The heart sickens when it reflects 
on the deep degradation to which we have 
descended. —Mercer Luminary.

SENATOR RIVES OF VIRGINIA. 

“Let me appeal to the gentlemen from the 
South. YV 0 have hitherto appealed to the 
sacred compromises of the Constitution. If 
we throw matters of this kind to the disposal 
of a mere majority, what will lie the conse¬ 
quence? The majority in the other house 
when full is 49. In a vote the other day 
affecting the slave interest, there was a ma¬ 
jority of 50 against the slave interest. Let us 
have these questions settled by the regular 
power—the iwo-ihirds power. This is our 
safety, and we shall rue tho day we break 
down this security which we the sluveholding 
minority, have against the whims of ii major¬ 
ity of Congress, 'file same majority may le- 
rnpeal flavery iu the District of Columbia.— 
It may, in regulating commerce, prohibit the 
removal of slaves from one Stale to another. 
It may repeal the safeguard in the right to 
claim runaway slaves, anil then universal e- 
itmricipution may he proclaimed throughout 
the land. If we set such lessons even handed 
justice will return the poisoned chalice to our 
own lips. 

But look at another fact. Inter arma silent 
leges. (In tho midst ofnrms, laws avail no¬ 
thing.) Suppose that we have a war, and 
this Congressional majority makes such en¬ 
croachment. It may agree as the condition of 
peace with it foreign nation, that slavery shall 
he abolished in this country. This view of 
consequences is rovolting, abhorrent, hut it is 
the legitimate result of sueh principles ns 
have been broached in this wild furor for for¬ 
eign acquisition.”—[Speech oil the Texas 
question.]

WHAT SHOULD BE DONE? 

What is necessnry to carry forward the 
great anti-slavery cuttse of the United States? 
To look to politicians for aid is vanity and 
delusion, and no dependence can be placed on 
church or state beyond the demands of public 
opinion. Nor can the Liberty party, regard¬ 
ed merely ns a mode of political action, ac¬ 
complished the object. Liberty voting is the 
most potential anti-slavery action we can per¬ 
form—the most forcible expression of anti¬ 
slavery sentiment, but the ballot is only the 
representation ofllopinion, which representa¬ 
tion in this case will not go much beyond the 
reality. An anti-slavery public opinion is the 
only basis for this party, or security for the 
success of the cause. Without this our fail¬ 
ure is certain, with it triumph is as certain. 
No person therefore need be at a loss what to 
do, nor need he do nothing because he may 
not be satisfied about the best mode of acting 
out the anti-slavery opinion. Be that what it 
may, the sentiment must be created—the pow¬ 
er produced, nnd in this every one can engage 
in the use of all the instrumentalities usually 
employed to change public opinion. 

You lament and sigh over the terrible evils 
of slavery, but what are you doing to avert 
them? Were all like you, when would the 
public opinion of the north become thorough¬ 
ly anti-slavery? When would your families 
and neighbors become such? When would 
the men, women and children within your in¬ 
fluence become such? There is no difficulty 
in knowing when slavery will be abolished— 
for it will be precisely when the public opinion 
of the free Slates actually demands it: and 
this will be when money enough is given and 
work enough is dotie to reform it and make it 
really anti-slavery. The path of duty then is 
plain. If you would have slavery abolished 
just go to work for that object. 


RELIGIOUS NEWSPAPERS, <• LA- 
MENTABLY DISHONEST.” 

The last Boston Recorder has a letter di¬ 
rected to its editors from Ceylon, by H. R. 
Hoisington, one of the missionaries, respect¬ 
ing American religious newspapers, copies of 
which had been sent to the writers. Mr. H. 
quotes an English missionary as saying: 

* * * “The Englishman (not to say 

Scotchman too) may learn a great deal from 
them, and I hope 1 have already derived some 
profit from w hat I have read.” * 

Mr. H. then quotes from a “Scotch gentle¬ 
man to w hom the above remarks were ad¬ 
dressed.” 

“I was just as much and as pleasingly sur¬ 
prised as Mr. H. appears to be on first read¬ 
ing such papers as the ‘N. Y. Observer,’ 
‘Boston Recorder,’ ‘Christian Observer,’ ‘Pu¬ 
ritan,’ and ‘N. Y. Evangelist.’ We have no 
such newspapers in Britain. The Record, 
Patriot aud Walchman, the organs respect¬ 
ively of the Episcopalians, Dissenters and 
VVesleyans, are much more political and con¬ 
troversial than the American papers. Such 
articles as appear in the latter, are with us 
confined to magazines. I would pronounce 
the N. Y. Observer the best newspaper in the 
world, but for its unchristian-tike cowardice 
nn the slavery question. I wish it was mere 
cowardice, but there is something worse.— 
While there is no sympathy with the good so¬ 
ber abolitionists, all the vagaries of the Garri¬ 
son party are eagerly seized on and embla¬ 
zoned. But what is that to good Mr. Converse 
of the Pennsylvania Christian Observer, who 
cannot insert Edward Beecher’s rebuke of 
slavery, because ‘it would be distasteful to his 
southern readers;’ and Mr. C. cannot do to 
his neighbors what he would not wish his 
neighbors to do unto hiut!!’ I wish Mr. C. 
joy of ‘his neighbors,’ but my blessings on the 
truly honest neighbors of the slave, who now 
conduct the Boston Recorder! That paper is 
the one for the ‘stem integrity’ of which Mr. 
H. speaks, while iu warm piety I think it 
equal to the others. The conclusion of the 
whole matter is, that the American religious 
newspapers are iu most things, excellent; 
—in regard to Ihe great and glaring sin of 
America, lamentably dishonest.” 

The above remarks are true to the letter, 
und they contain by no means the last faith¬ 
ful rebuke that w ill greet the ears of those 
editors named, besides many others. Had 
these papers been honest on this great sub¬ 
ject towards God aud man, the moral power 
of the country would through them have been 
brought to bear against slavery with such a 
force as would not ouly have been irresistible, 
but successful under the most favorable cir¬ 
cumstances, and would have secured for 
emancipation the happiest results on all con¬ 
cerned. At the same time the glory of this 
great work would have been directly and 
pre-eminently secured to God and his church. 
The deep criminality of their past course will 
be more fully seen hereafter, as well as the 
propriety of the martyr Lovejoy’u direction to 
such editors to “repent.” 

But however these papers may havo retard¬ 
ed the progress of liborty and lengthened the 
period of bondage, they caiinot do it always. 
Thoy must change or oeosc to be. The Re¬ 
corder stood out as long as possible, but was 
obliged to change hands, and is now the best 
congregational paper in the United States.— 
In Connecticut an excellent paper of that de¬ 
nomination is in progress; ami the friends of 
the slaves will be responsible if the same is 
not soon true in nil the free States, for they 
are now sufficiently numerous to control them 
on the ground of patronage if they would but 
act with decision. Can they answer it to the 
slaves and to their great Avenger if this im¬ 
mense good is not secured ? True, those papers 
are of value in some other respects, but they 
may be no less so and be anti-slavery, while 
tho most effective means of opposition to 
emancipation wcmkl become the moans of its 
most important support. At this late day every 
Christian abolitionist, as it seems to us, ought 
to make u decided anti-slavery character the 
condition of his support of any religious pa¬ 
per,

BAPTIST anniversaries. 

A correspondent of the Boston Chronicle 

Providence, R. 1 ., April 30, 1844. 

Brother Leavitt:_Tl.e Baptist Anniversa¬ 
ries commenced in the First Baptist Church 
in tilts city, tin Monday evening of this week. 
I rofessor Chase, of New ton Theological In¬ 
stitution, preached h sermon on the value of 
the sacred Scriptures, preparatory to the 
meeting of the Arnericun and Foreign Bible 
Society. But as u matter of course, in order 
that tho sermon and the society may have the 
blessing of Him who said, “Search the Scrip¬ 
tures,” Mr. Sherwood, who lives upon the 
profits derived from n system which closes the 
Bible against millions of his countrymen, was 
invited to offer the first prayer. 

Dr. Fuller of South Carolina, was expect¬ 
ed to preach the first sermon, but his absence 
devolved it upon professor Chase. I presume 
president Sherwood was invited to pray us 
evidence that the brethren of the North were 
not happy on account of the absence of his 
brother slaveholder, und to show bow com¬ 
fortably they could harmonize pro-slavery 
and anti-slavery. It is so charitable a dispo¬ 
sition to exercise fellowship with slavehold¬ 
ers, that I wonder they do not repudiate 
“close communion” altogether, except upon 
the ground that to “christen babies,” (as the 
president of the society termed it,) is a vastly 
greater sin than to tell babies, lint perhaps 
it was a mere accident that a slaveholder wits 
invited to offer the opening prayer of the 
niversary week I 

'Fite next morning the anniversary exercises 
of the society commenced at 10 o’clock. As 
I was going to the meeting-house as a looker 
on, a friend playfully said, “Brother Jeter 
has the floor.” This has become a sort of 
proverb among northern Baptist, in conse¬ 
quence of the floor having been frequently 
given by the chair to Sir. Jeter, a Virginia 
slaveholder, at the convention held in Phila- 
delphia last spring. Sure enough, when I 
nrrived at the meeting-house, who should be 
offering the openi ng pruyer but Mr. Jeter of 
Virginia? Was this accidental, too? I’ll 
tell you what, brother Leavitt, it is a capital 
plan to soothe tlown southern feeling, so that 
they may not be alarmed at northern abolition¬ 
ism until their work basso fur progressed that 
these southern hrethicn shall know little nr 
nothing ofits strength until it is too powerful 
for them to resist it. Let them keep the 
South hanging on, and it gives thcii dear 
brethren of that section an opportunity at least 
once a year to hear some first rate abolition 
lectures from Colver, Blnitt, Welch, Sec. 

They had it yesterday hip and thigh in the 
Baptist Home Mission Society. Dr. Welch, 
of Albany,brought forward a resolution to the 
effect that it is inexpedient to appoint slave¬ 
holders missionaries. They talked it, nnd 
talked it, and talked it, until 10 o’clock at 
night, without arriving at any conclusion, anti 
to-morrow they arc to get at it again. I 
scarcely think they will accomplish any defi¬ 
nite result at this time. 


From Zion’s Advocate we learn further 
that the committee appointed last year to con¬ 
sider the propriety of dissolving the society, 
was called on to report. The majority re¬ 
ported against dissolution, and in favor of the 
compromise policy adopted at Philadelphia 
last year. Dr. Waylaud and Mr. Hill sup¬ 
ported that plan. Mr. Colver read the mi¬ 
nority report, which was in favor of separa¬ 
tion. Neither report received general favor, 
and they were laid on the table. 

Dr. Welch, of Albany, then offered the fol¬ 
lowing resolution: 

Resolved, That in view of their allegiance 
to the King of Zion, it is the judgment of this 


Society, that it is inexpedient for Ihe executive 
Board to employ brethren, holding properly 
in their fellow-men, as missionaries in thefield 
of their operations. 

Pending the discussion the society adjourn¬ 
ed. Prayer by Mr. Campbell, of Ga. 

Met in the evening at half past seven. Dr. 
Welch then sustained his resolution, by an ad¬ 
dress, full of piety, power, kindness to mas¬ 
ters, and compassion for slaves. He was fol¬ 
lowed by Mr. Campbell of Georgia. He said 
we objectrto the resolution on several grounds. 
It has been said the resolution is the expres¬ 
sion of Northern feeling. It is so, and on this 
ground we object to it. He hoped that if he 
•poke loud, it would not be thought that he 
vas angry, or excited. The house was large, 
and he wished to be heard. He said the reso¬ 
lution was unconstitutional. It was against 
the letter and spirit of the constitution. Can 
any man suppose that Southern men would 
have come into this Society, if they had not 
supposed they were coming in on equal terms? 
But it is also against the very letter of the 
constitution. The constitution had pointed 
out the character of missionaries. They must 
be members of regular Baptist churches.— 
Are brethren prepared to say Southern church¬ 
es arc not regular Baptist churches? If you 
pass this resolution, you proscribe yourselves. 
Dr. Waylaud did not know that the ‘Ring 
Zion’ taught expediency. A man could hold 
property in man, and yet the circumstances 
and feelings under which he holds it might be 
such as to make hint as innocent of slavery as 
he was. (1) No thoughtful man, it seemed 
to hint, could vote on that resolution in the 
affirmative. Besides it is against the consti¬ 
tution. He regretted to hear remarks mode 
here on the distinct question of slavery and 
anti-slavery. The only question is, docs the 
appointment of n slaveholder, as a missionary, 
involve a constitutional violation, or not? JHe 
believed the union of Christian men a thing to 
be sought offer, it was the lust thing Jesus 
Christ prayed for. (2) 

Dr. Waylaud closed with moving the refer¬ 
ence of the subject to a speciul committee. 

Mr. Shottls urged immediate and definite 
action—it ygas time the subject was decided, 
Mr. Tucker said the North and South could 
not act together, with slavery as a cotnponeut 
part of our union. “He would not say that 
slaveholder was a Christian. But 
sooner would he have his right arm wither, 
than sanction by any act, the rightfulneaa of] 
slaveholdiiig.” He fttvored division, 

Mr. Bluiti of Conn,, said “the North have 
demanded a division, nnd it is time a division 
was had. Tho South huve always been uni¬ 
ted in favor of slavery. Let us bo united a- 
gainst it, No Board could have his co-ope¬

1. Resolved, Should such a separation 
among the former friends and patrons of the 
Society be deemed necessary, that the cxist-l 
ing Society be retained by the North, and 
other churches which may be willing to act 
together upon the basis of restriction against 
the appointment of slaveholders. 

2. Resolved, That the Executive Board be 
instructed in such case, to adjust upon amica¬ 
ble, honorable and liberal principles whatever 
claims may be presented by brethren who 
shall feel upon the separation unable further 
to co-operate with the Society, or disposed ' 
form a separate organization at the South. 

On Friday this was called up. Mr. Colver 
objected to it because it was not explicit 
terms against the employment of slaveholders; 
but on the assurances'of members of the com¬ 
mittee that no slaveholder would be employ¬ 
ed, he withdrew his objection, and the reso¬ 
lutions were ndopted. 

The object of Dr. Welch was noble. He 
wished to secure the whole moral effect of 
their action against slavery on divine author¬ 
ity. When will good inert learn that the 
“sword of the Spirit is the word of God,” 
not their own cnrnnl weapons of expediency. 
Here is where the Methodists lost so much 
moral power last year, for which, as 
Welch said, there can be no reparation.

Ceylon from which we extract the following 
interesting intelligence. Let American abo¬ 
litionists toil on and they will triumph in due 
time, although we may be doomed to come 
last!

“The following remarks respecting the 
total abolition of slavery in Ceijlon, will be 
read with interest by every friend of humani¬ 
ty. The colonial secretary io presenting a 
bill in Council, for the total abolition ol slave¬ 
ry in Ceylon, said,—“By the exercise of mea¬ 
sures which the government has bail in view 
steadily for some years past, no less than 
26,000 sluves have been emancipated in this 
colony. VVhenfir.it, in pursuance of these 
views, I had the honor of bringing before the 
Assembly a bill in 1833, there were 26,000 
sluves in Ceylon. Now, when I bring for¬ 
ward the last, it Will be seen from the returns 
I now have in my hand, that the numtier has 
been reduced —voluntarily reduced, to less 
than fifty!” I believe that this is the only 
British colony which lias not received com¬ 
pensation for the emancipation of its slaves. 
I hope the time will soon come when we can 
speak of things as honorable Io America — 
when we can meet the Englishman on this 
subject w ithout blushing I

Mineralogy of Missouri. 

^ hat a shameful deed was done, when the 
uecree was made by Congress, which con¬ 
demned the beautiful country of Missouri to 
d"' curse of slavery. Let no man ever ft,,- „ 
moment forget that HENRY CLAY DID 
’I • And by that net he enthroned the slave 
dynasty for a whole generation. But look 
now and see what a field of enterprise would 
be there, if it were not for slavery—what 
blessings are going all to waste just because 
slavery has paralized the hand that shout'll 
renp them. An extract of a letter from St. 
Louis to the Bangor Whig, dated 4, 1846 
says: 

A friend of mine, from your section of the 
country, who is now on a tour through the 
mineral region, and whose name, if I should 
mention it, would with many of your neigh¬ 
bors, be a sufficient guarantee of the correct¬ 
ness of the opinion, pronounces that we are 
•tcher in granites than the neighborhoods 
from which Bostoh draws her famous sup- 
phes. You should be informed, too, that the 
Bristol brick dust which you have celebrated, 
is not confined to Mr. French’s farm, in South¬ 
ampton, but is also a native of Missouri. The 
sands used in glass factories and the potter¬ 
ies, are to be found in the greatest abundance 
anil perfection in this State. There is a fine 
white sand, resembling blown salt, which is 
said to be superior to any thing of the kind 
hitherto attainable in the glass and porcelain 
establishments of Europe, and finer than any 
thing to be procured at the East. When I 
1 effect that lead and sand are the chief ingre¬ 
dients of glass, I am surprised that nobody 
has yet thought of making glass here. As it 
is, we send our lead and sand to Pittsburg and 
Wheeling, and bring it back made into glass 
—a heavy transit both ways. I do not know 
why we may not as well send our wheat and 
corn there, to be returned to us ground into 
the shape of meal and flour. We have plen¬ 
ty of coal and wood to keep up the steam for 
milling purposes, and there is no want of the 
requisite capital,skill and labor. Thesamere- 
is probably true of the glass manufac- 
. and still we have no glass factories;— 
though, likely enough, the first experiment 
in that way is destined to enrich some shrewd, 
well skilled arid enterprising Yankee. 

reat Earthquake in the City of Mexico. 

The New Orleans Bee of March 21st, pub¬ 
lishes an account of an awful earthquake in 
the city of Mexico on the 7th. At 52 minutes 
past 3 o’clock, P. M. the oscillations began, 
slight at first and then stronger. The direc¬ 
tion of the motion appearerf to be North and 
South. It lasted about twor minutes. 

The shocks were terrible; nothing like them 
was ever experienced before, and the condi¬ 
tion of the buildings too surely proves the ab¬ 
sence of all exaggeration. 

The chains surrounding the port . _ _ 

violently agitated; the flags of the pavements 
yawned open, the trees bent frightfully; the 
buildings and lofty edifices oscillated to and 
fro; the immense arrow which crowns the 
summit of the cathedral vibrated with aston¬ 
ishing rapidity. At 56 minutes past 3 the 
movement had ceased. 

Not a house or door but bears the mark of 
this terrible calamity. Many of them are 
cracked and greatly injured, others tottering, 
and others entirely fallen. 

The aequeducts were broken—a bridge de¬ 
molished—the hospital St. Lazarus destroyed 
—the cupola of the magnificent chapel of St. 
Theresa fell at the first shock, and then the 
building itself. 

Seventeen persons hare been taken from 
e ruins. The inhabitants are still under 
tho influence of the horrors excited by the 
earthquake.

Steam Navy of France. —In the present 
aspect of ihings it might be of interest to know 
that the Steam Navy of France is composed 
of four frigates, 20 guns each, one of 540 and 
three of 450 horse power; one sloop of 20 
guns, 320 horse power; seven sloops of 6 guns 
each, 220 horse power; 23 sloops of 6 guns 
each, all of 160 horse power; 18 vessels of 30 
to 120 horse power, each armed with 4 to 6 
small pieces; 17 Transatlantic steamships; 13 
of these vessels are of 450 horse power and 
can be armed as corvettes—80 war steamers; 
6 steamers of 220 horse power, and 12 of 120 
to 160 horse power are used in transporting 
the Mail to Algiers &c. Total of vessels be¬ 
longing to the State and capable of being arm¬ 
ed, 98. The number of steamers employed 
in commerce in France is 108. Total of all 
steamboats in France, 206.
